way to the almshouge.  There slic was Kept for some
time, but she refused to subimit to any regulations
or do anything that was reguired of her, and mani-
fested genernily such 4 vicious disposition that the

managersol that institntion deciared her nnmapago-
ble, and had her wrapsierred to the asylam,.  She I8
suid to be abed, viclous woian, aud biing sane, sho
has an induence over the lusane women, with whom
shie 18 associated, which (6 would be unreasonable 1
expeet that she would exercise for good, The proper
place for guch a woman would befna “House of Cor-

rection,” but &he had better be in  jall  than
in this asylum. Buot probubly one of the
greatest fuults here, #s In the wvolored
department  of  the  slmshouse, I8 the

#allure te Properly Separate the Sexes,
and thig (s probably as much due to the utier volit-
pess of the bulldings as to any carclessness on the
part of the keepers. Men and women contined 1o
such close guarters, 8o many in 8o small a space,
¢an not hut have opportinities for mingling together,
and, as already notived, we found one womsn e the
mer’'s sitting-room, There appeurs 1o be 0o ground
for the charge that any children have been born of
msane parents in this bullding for many vears,
byt those whose opportinities for abservation sur-
pass Ours assure us that there 1s need Jor greater

¢ there.,
e The Remedies

for the existing cases scem (o us to be the employ-
ment of & careinl, iutelligent, sand humane superin-
rendent who has had yours of experience i seme
estanhished and reputable asylum aud for the pre-
sent the heating of the bullding by steam, and pro-
bably the devolion of u greater portion of the balld.
g to day uses, Any remedy of this kKind can, how-
ever, be but partial and temporary. ‘I'he building
chiefly used for agylum purposes is totally sod radi-
cally uniit for the purposes to which it is put, aud
should be replaced by s structure in which plenty of
heat, Hight, and air conld be hail, The Trustees, we
are informed, will shortly appelnt a new supsrinten-
dent. 'This |8 probably wise, hut the trustees must
make some lmprovement themselves, as the best su-
perintendent (n the world cannot make the insane
comfortabie in such & miserable building a8 that now
deyored to thefr use, A Uhristian humanity, rather
than & closecaleulating, niggardly *“‘econowmy,’ must
characterize any eNorts that are to result o a real
Improvement.

THE GREAT CANAL.

Completion of the Monster Under-
tuking, and Preparations
For Its Opening,

The History and Character of the
Work —Its Different Divisions and
the Prospect of Its Success.

The completion of the Suoez Canal js one of
the grandest sccomplishments of modern thnes,
Despite discouragements anfl obstacles, its bold
projector, Ferdinand de Lesseps has never fal-
tered in his deteronation wo succeed; and by his
Indomitanle will the difficulties of nature, of
finnnee, and of insidions opposition have veen
at length entirely overcome. Euvope and Asia
have now become near neighbors, und the pro-
ducts of the Indies are 1o be exchianged for the
manufactures of the European factories at a
transit charge neross the Egyptian peninsula of
onluy oe-fourth the tormer rates.

The ehlef Interest of Americans in this work
centres In the fact that it is another gizantic td-
umph of human skill in advancing Interoationnl
intercourse, and affords au additional argument
tor the speedy constraction of the eanal across
the Istlhmus of Darien, Commercially, the 8nez
Canal s worival to onr Pactlic Rallroad, and by
its advantagzes of time and expense will tond to
etaln the bullkof the trada of Aslain the old ports,
Even with the opening ot the Darien routs, the
rich carrying trade of the East will not necess)-
rily fall into the bands of our own merchants.

The idea of cntting through the Isthmus of
Buer does not originally belong to M. Ferdinand
de Lesseps,  Long before his day, the sovereigns
of Egypt had thought about muking the isthmus
the route of exchange beiween the East and
West; and It is even possible that this route, in
the time of bher greatness and prosperity, was
the real source of those Immense riches which
anabled the pride of her kinges o satisfv thelr
stupendous fancles. Tt would otherwise be difl-
cult to explaln the construction of the wonder-
ful tombs which those despots ralsed to shelter
thelr ekelotons against the waste ruln of
centuries., Herodotus ioforms us that the
labor spent In the erocction of the Pyramid of
Clieops represented the work of one hundred
thousand men during the long period of twenty-
nine years, By caleulating the dally wages :-i
the laborer al fifteen cents, we find that this
monument cost the fabulous amount of nloety
millions of dollars, which we muay regmrd ns lu;l
to the country, no alterior advantage having
over acerued to it therefrom. The cutting
through of the isthmus, the utility of which
is lncontestable, will not necessitate the
gaerifice of  so much lfe and treasure.
All the ancient Kings of Egygt had not, how-
ever, the ruluous vanity of Cheops—some, hap-
pliy for the people, having studled the useful
slde of soverelgoty. Among others, Necos was
ope of the first who undertook o establish eom-
munieations between the Red Sea and the Medi-
terranean. The labor spent upon this project
uxceeded the long term ol one hundrod years,
and, after the lapse of two thousand flve hun-
dred years, vestiges of the works are still vislble
in the veighborhood of Suez, where the geolo-
pical consistency of the soil resisted more suc-
cessfully the destructive fury of the Caliph
Abasside Abou-Glafar-el-Munzour, who destroyed
the eanal about the middle of the eighth con-
tury of our e¢ra. The capal of Nocos, which
copnected the Nile with the Dead Bea, and was
In active operation during ffteen bundred yours,
wies constructed, of course, upon a much
smaller ecale than than the one about to be
opened by M. Lesseps, At that remote period,

maritime exchanges were less exacting, and in-
tercoursé between the patlons less frequent;
their largest galleys, or (riremes, did not mea-
gure more than slxteen yards in length, drawing

| modern slze and construgtion, The Pharanhs
wore satlefled lo appropriating one of the Nile
{ branches, and sapplying with its waters a eanal
thiry vards In breadth, two 1o three yards in
deptly, and nipety miles In lensth, amply suf-
flelent, however, for the wants of the period.
Althotigh of small and inelicient dimenslons,
as compared with the modern canal, It never-
thelesa neceossitatad the excavation of sixteen
millions of eubic yards of solld matter, during
the long epace of n hundred years. It i certain
that the canal of Necos, which was long main-
tained In an eflcient sinte by the Roman and
Mussulman conquerors, served also for the irrl-
gation of adjoining lands, in common with the
other fresh-water canals constrocted by the
anclent Egvptians,
When sent by the Directory to Exypt, in 1798
Napoleon was the first to dizcover and Lrlng Lo
notice the tracos of the old canal near Sucy, and
immedintely named o commission to examine
and report on cutting a new one across the [sih
mug. The report was mude by M. ln 'ere, who
was at 1te hond, and 15 an able thouzh witerly
Incorrect one.  He theorizes largely on the pe-
culinr formation of the Isthmus, and insists it
wis formerly o part of the bed of the sca, which
bad gradually been veclaimed from it by natwral
causes: oiting many curions facts In support ol
Liis theory,

But when It eame to the practieal engineerin
detalle, be is all wrong: for he declared the leve
of the Red Sen to be thirty feet above the jlev
ol the Moditerranean.  Bobscquent research ha
proved the renl difference to be not so many
inches netually,  Yet the bluader of M. la Pere
was aecopted by all the leading engincers o
Europe tntil 1846, Bonaparte was (lldmlﬂ!ﬂed!
with this report, and not deterred by it from
prosceuting the matter: but he was summoned
wo another sphere, to commence his great earcer
in Europe, before the fall report of the com-
mission eould be given, or further researclies
made;

Lesseps® Prajeet,

The fivst step towards the consteaction of the
present eanal was made nearly aoguarter of a
contury ago.  In 1846 u commission was lssued
to Robert Stephenson, son of the famous Inven-
tor of the locomotive, on the part of Great
Britain: 1o Talabot, the great French contractor,
on the purtlof France, and to ¥ignor Nigretti, the
sclentific chemist and engineer, on the part of
Anstrin. During that year the isthimus was sur-
vevad by them and the scheme pronounced
fensible.  The only serious impediment to the
success of the undertaking which then pre-
sented itsell was (he continual danger to which
the cannl wounld be exposed by reason of the
sand storms on the desert. To meet this difi-
culty various mechanical remedies were proposed
and the enterprise pronounced practicabls, » Yeu
nothing further was then attempted. M. Ferdi-
nand de Lesseps, who had been French Consnl
ab Alexundria in 1551, returncd to Egypt early
in 1854 to receive this project, and was received
with enthusiastie affection by his former com-
panion, Said Pacha, who had ascended the
throne on the murder of his nephew, Abbag
| Pachae, n few months before, He was troated ns
the guest of the Vicerov—a paluce assigned to
his use, as well as o retinne of servants; In all
respects he was entertiined more like a prince
of the blopd than o private individual. He
sounded earetully those representatives of the
toreign powers in Egypt who had diplomatic
functions, but met with no enconragement, ex-
cept from two of thelr number, M. Ruoyssenacrs,
the Duteh, and Mr. De Leon, the Amerlean,
Consuls-General, These two were mueh struck
by the boldness and apparent feasibility of the
plan, and the great advantages which would
aceroe to the commerce of the world, in break-
ing up the English monopoly M. de Lesseps
also  enlisted the

aid  of the two
leading  engineers of the Vieeroy, who
were  Frenchmen  also—M. Mongel Bey
and Linant Bey—and obtained from them

accurate estimates and pluos, as far as duch were
procurable, and interested them in the scheme,
both on personnl and national grounds, Having
thus prepared the gronnd, and secured the influ=
ance of the two foreign sgents who approved of
his enterprise—both of whom were favorites
wlso of the Viceroy—he boldly proposed vo Baid
'achn to  patronize the undesrtnking, aud ob-
tained from him the covcession required, em-
powering him to form an international company
for piercing the cannl 1o conneel the Lwo sous,
This was in November, 1854,

The first exploration of the sthmus uader his
gupervision was made in December, 1854, ane
January, 1855, und the present line of survey,
which was ascertained o be twenty-nine French
leagues (about nlnety Euglish miles) In length,
de.ded on. In November, 1853, another inter-
national commission visited the lsthmus, but
beyvond the publication of their reporl, June,
1860, little of conseéquence was accomplished
until 1858, when La Compagnle Unlverselle
Maritime de Suex, or, asit was Lumiliarly known
to English readers, the Suez 8hip Canal was or-
ganized, with & capital of £10,0000,000.

Itn Exeontlon.

For muny of the earlier veara of this Interna-
tional enterprise English diplomacy threw all
the obstacles its lngenulty could devise in the
way ol the exceation of this work, fearing 1o
allow IFrance to construct u short cut to her
East Indiun possessions.  The ingonuity of this
natlon of merchantmen detected n weak spot in
the concession, viz: that which provided that
“An all coses ot lesst four-fiths of the work-
men should be Egyptians:™ o clouse Inseried
through the jeanlousy ol the Fgyptlan Govern-
ment to prevent (oo large an Introduction of
European Inborers Into the country. ‘This labor
was 1o be procared, ns all Egvptian labor ever
was, and s to this day, both for private agricul-
ture and poblic works, by the system of
Cporeee,” that s, couserlption for compulsory
labor for a limited period (one month), &t
fixed rate of recompbnse. No sooner, therefore,

had the new company, under the
uetive  superintendence  of M. de Lecs-
sops, collected twenty thousand  Fellahs

s Jaborers, glving them much higher pay than
ever was promised by the Egyptlan Government
—lodging, food, and medical attendance, and
hialf-pay when sick—then n howl went up from
England and Excter Hall, whose eclioes reached
the East, that the horrora of the slave trade were
being revived by the French in Egypt! Lorq
seratford, the English Ambassador to Turkey,
therefore, demanded of the Bultan to stop thl;
scandnl; and a peremptory order from him :
backed by the volee of England, came *to m&
Pacha to step the work at once, and dlu;uu tha
Fellahs.
